MASTERPLAN 


BLUEPRINTS for the multi-mil- 
lion pound regeneration of Harlow 
town centre have been dealt anoth¬ 
er potentially devastating blow 
after a second company which 
owns a key part of the site said it 
had no intention of selling to 
developers. 

Geminex Hotel & Leisure Manage¬ 
ment, which bought the former Xtreme 
Motorsports site in Crown Gate less than 
five months ago, said it was shocked to 
learn the land had been earmarked as the

location for a new bus interchange in the 
recently-unveiled plans for the Town 
Centre North redevelopment project. 

The company intends to build a 122-bed¬ 
room Holiday Inn hotel on the site, permisi- 
son for which was granted to previous owners 
J Martorana Properties by Harlow Council 
back in May 2007. 

Geminex managing director Jas Dhooper 
told the Star: “We bought this land earlier this 
year with the express intention of constructing 


a new hotel. We have no desire to sell up to 
anyone and plan to start work early next year. 

“We have not had any contact from the 
council or its development team with regards 
to any other proposals for the site. Quite 
frankly I’m shocked and disappointed that 
these plans have already gone on public dis¬ 
play.” 

The proposed new bus interchange, which 
would replace the current facility in Terminus 
Street, had been due to form part of the first 
phase of the redevelopment project with a 
provisional completion date of 2013 put for¬ 
ward by developers Stockland.

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Hawk's owner still 
confident she can 
keep club going 
despite cash crisis 

THE new owner of Harlow Town FC this 
week continued to insist she can save the 
club from financial meltdown. 

Carol Bothwell was speaking after meeting 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell, Harlow Council 
leader Andrew Johnson and council chief 
executive Malcolm Morley on Friday to 
discuss the club’s financial situation. 

The meeting was called by Mr Rammell 
following revelations by former chairman 
Simon Morgan that the club could be as 
much as £280,000 in debt. 

Both Mr Rammell and the council were 
seeking assurances the club will continue 
to operate. 

Mrs Bothwell, who is now the sole 
shareholder of the club following the 
resignation of the entire HTFC board last 
week, set out her plans to keep it afloat and 
will meet with the group again next week 
to reaffirm her ideas. 

“I am still confident we can keep the club 
going,” she told the Star. “We have a new 
manager, we have a team and we have been 
contacted by possible financial backers.” 
She said functions would continue to be 
held at the Barrows Farm Stadium and that 
all the necessary licences were in place. 

The club was last week granted 63 days to 
come up with money to pay a £42,000 tax 
debt. It is understood the business is also in 
payment arrears to a number of other 
organisations and has unpaid gas, 
electricity and water bills. 

Mrs Bothwell is looking to sell shares, 
increase lorry parking, hold car boot sales 
and sell breakfast at the ground in order to 
raise much-needed cash. 

After the meeting Mr Rammell said: “A 
town like Harlow needs a thriving football 
club. These are difficult and challenging 
times for the club and at the meeting I 
made clear my determination to do 
whatever I can to help the club survive.” 

Mr Johnson added: “Clearly there are some 
significant issues to be addressed and the 
council wants to ensure that they are fully 
understood and can be resolved. 

“We want Harlow to have a thriving 
football club and will continue to work to 
see what it can do to help to achieve this.”

Football star's fury 
at wrongful arrest

ENGLAND footballer Jermain 
Defoe could sue Essex Police for 
wrongful arrest after he was 
locked in a cell at Harlow Police 
Station for five hours on Monday 
morning. 

The Tottenham Hotspur striker was 
stopped by officers in Loughton at 
2.30am and arrested on suspicion of 
driving while disqualified. 

But Mr Defoe (26), who earlier this 
month was banned from driving for six 
months after being found guilty of speed¬ 
ing, was not breaking the law as the dis¬ 
qualification had been suspended pending 
the outcome of an appeal. 

Despite protesting his innocence the 
footballer was taken to Harlow Police 
Station where he spent five hours behind 
bars before being released at 9am when 
officers realised their error. 

They blamed outdated information held 
on the Police National Computer. 

Mr Defoe’s lawyer, Nick Freeman, 
claimed his arrest and detention had been 
“unlawful” and said his client was now 
considering taking legal action against 
Essex Police. 

“There seems to be a total disconnect 
between the courts, DVFA and police 
resulting in my client having to endure not 
only the humiliation of arrest but also 
being incarcerated in custody like a com¬ 
mon criminal,” he said.

“Despite being told Mr Defoe was not 
breaking the law and calling for his imme¬ 
diate release, the police would not agree to 
free him until they could clarify the posi¬ 
tion with the courts at 9am.” 

Mr Defoe was due to fly to Asia with the 
Spurs team for a pre-season tournament 
later that day, but Mr Freeman alleges 
police refused to return his car and house 
keys until he produced his licence docu¬ 
ments. 

“These administrative errors are more 
than extremely unfortunate and should 
simply not occur,” he added. “My client is 
now considering his position in relation to

The bank with

A CHARITY providing emergency 
food supplies to people in 
desperate need of help has been a 
huge success.

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Train services 
threatened as 
unions call a 
48-hour strike 

COMMUTERS face disruption 
to train services today 
(Thursday) with the first of a 
series of planned strikes. 
Members of the Royal Maritime 
and Transport Union and ASLEF 
at National Express East Anglia, 
which operates mainline 
services through Harlow, are 
taking industrial action as part of 
a dispute over pay and 
conditions. 

If the expected 48-hour walkout 
goes ahead, the company has 
said it would not expect to be 
able to run any train services. 
“We are extremely disappointed 
that the ASLEF and RMT 
unions have called this industrial 
action over their salary demands, 
despite lengthy negotiations 
where we have offered the 
unions a salary increase above 
the rate of inflation. 

“In the present economic 
environment - where many 
companies are freezing pay at 
current levels - we believe the 
offers we have made are both 
realistic and appropriate. 

RMT leader Bob Crow said: 

“Our members are not prepared 
to be the victims of the National 
Express franchise chaos and 
they are determined to fight for 
a decent pay rise and for decent 
working conditions.” 

The first of four 48-hour strikes 
called by the unions starts today, 
followed by action on August 6, 
13 and 20. 


PAH thief stole rings 
from cancer patient 



A MAN convicted of stealing jew¬ 
ellery from a terminally ill cancer 
patient at Harlow’s Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital has been jailed. 

Mark Howells (46) was sentenced to 
60 days after being found guilty of the 
theft of two gold rings. 

This week PAH chiefs, who have changed 
the procedure for recording and storing 
patients’ belongings after the Star reported 
other incidents of jewellery thefts, warned 
potential thieves: “We are watching you.” 

Chelmsford Magistrates Court was told 
that Howells, of The Causeway, Bishop’s 
Stortford, had been at the hospital on June 17 
this year when he was removed by a security 
guard for causing “a problem”. 

Once outside he was said to have offered 
the two rings to a car park attendant. 

Howells claimed he found them near a 
basin in the toilet area of Locke Ward and had 
intended to hand them in to police at Bishop’s 
Stortford. While waiting for his medication at 
PAH he went to Harlow police station but left 
because there was a long queue. 

He said had not handed them into the hos¬ 
pital because some of his belongings, includ¬ 
ing trousers containing £30 and a mobile 
phone, had gone missing while he was being 
treated for a stomach complaint. 

The court was told Howells had a drink 
problem. However, a request made on behalf 
of his neighbours asking for him to be sent to 
a secure rehabilitation unit for treatment 
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instead of prison was refused by District 
Judge David Cooper who said he did not have 
the power to do so. 

Speaking after the case, a spokesman for 
the PAH NHS Trust said: “We have raised 
staff awareness about theft in the hospital 
and urge them to remain vigilent at all times. 

“Working with our security personnel, staff 
are encouraged to act quickly to ensure we 
apprehend thieves on the hospital site and 
then work closely with the police to ensure a 
successful prosecution. 

“We hope this recent court case sends out a 
warning to potential thieves: we are watching 
you.”

Mr Dhooper added: “The fact the council has 
decided to plough ahead with these plans 
without even consulting us - the landowners 
- seems like a tremendous waste of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money to me.” 

Last week local businessman Mo 
Ghadami, who owns a number of properties 
in the town centre including the former 
Odeon cinema in West Gate, said it would be 
impossible for the redevelopment to go 
ahead without the consent of stakeholders. 

A spokesman for Harlow Council refused 
to comment specifically on the Crown Gate 
site but reiterated its belief that it would find 
a way forward which would benefit both the 
project and landowners. 

“The council and Stockland will be talk¬ 
ing to all land and property owners in the 
town centre about how they can help achieve 
the overall aim of making Harlow town cen¬ 
tre a more attractive and successful place,” he 
said.

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Pinnacles warehouse 
used in £7m DVD scam 


THREE members of a family of 
refugees who raked in £7m from 
Britain’s biggest ever DVD pirat¬ 
ing racket run from a Harlow 
warehouse have been jailed for a 
total of 16 years. 

Khalid Sheikh (53) and his two 
sons, Rafi (26) and Sami (28), lived in 
luxury on the proceeds of the opera¬ 
tion while signing on the dole. 

But the scam was smashed after police 
traced the high quality discs, commonly 
sold in pubs and markets, to a building in 
Barrows Road, Harlow. 

The defendants, from Chingford, were 
found guilty of conspiracy to acquire crim¬ 
inal property between March 2003 and June 
2006 after an 11-week trial which ended 
earlier this month. 

Rafi Sheikh and Sami Sheikh were fur¬ 
ther convicted of conspiracy to contravene 
copyright and conspiracy to contravene the 
trademarks act. 

All three were jailed for six years at 
Southwark Crown Court on Tuesday. 

A fourth defendant - Xim Li (34), from 
Walthamstow - earlier admitted to having 
£23,000 criminal cash in his room and was 
jailed for two years and three months. 

The court heard the DVDs, which includ¬ 
ed hit films including Ice Age 2, The Da 
Vinci Code and Iron Man as well as pornog¬ 
raphy, were so well made they were almost 
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indistinguishable from the real versions but 
were sold for just £3 each. 

John Hardy QC, prosecuting, said Khalid 
Sheikh started a company in March 2003 
selling blank DVDs and plastic cases but 
quickly changed from a cottage sideline 
into a major, organised, criminal industry 
for which Chinese illegal immigrants were 
smuggled into the UK solely to work at fac¬ 
tories across London. 

It was so successful that in April 2005 
Khalid paid £658,000 for a warehouse atthe 
Pinnacles industrial estate. The family also 
imported a £300,000 state-of-the-art press 
from Hong Kong to manufacture the DVDs. 

Speaking outside court, Detective 
Sergeant Russell Day of the Metropolitan 
Police’s Film Piracy Unit said: “The ver¬ 
dicts are the result of three years’ hard work 
and investigation into the activity of an 
extensive criminal network. 

“Their crimes not only had an impact on 
the major motion picture houses but also 
the consumers and, in particular, the vulner¬ 
able Chinese people who became victims of 
the slave labour force. 

“Film piracy is not a victimless crime and 
it is crucial that the public ask themselves if 
they want to play a part in the exploitation 
of vulnerable people by buying illegal 
DVDs.”

Police community support 
officers were in the right 
place at the right time 
while on their bikes when 
they came across a man 
wanted for stealing a 
mobility scooter in Harlow. 
He was arrested and 
charged with taking a 
motor vehicle without the 
owner’s consent and 
appeared at Chelmsford 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Friday where he was sent 
to a youth offenders' 
institute for four months 
and disqualified from 
driving for six months. 
Inspector Tom Mitchell 
said: “Our PCSOs are 
certainly clocking up the 
miles while on bike patrols. 
They are able to get to 
areas where vehicles 
cannot go and this allows 
them to seek out those 
people causing a nuisance 
within our community and 
bring them to justice.”

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Centre starts 
to distribute 
flu antivirals

THE area’s first swine flu 
drug collection point has 
been swamped by users in its 
first week. 

NHS West Essex launched the 
service on Thursday to allow des¬ 
ignated ‘flu friends’ to pick up 
antivirals for people with the virus. 

In just a few days more than 600 
people were supplied with medication. 

The centre, which is based in St 
Margaret’s Hospital, will be open 
every day from 8 am- 8 pm but will only 
hand over drugs to people who have 
been in contact with the National 
Pandemic Flu Service and have 
received an authorisation number or 
those who have a voucher from their 
GP for Tamiflu. 

On arrival at the collection point, 
the flu friend must be able to prove 
their own identity as well as that of the 
person they are collecting antivirals 
for. Anyone without either will be 
turned away and asked to contact the 
National Pandemic Flu Service. 

Alison Cowie, director of public 
health at NHS West Essex said: “The 
antiviral collection point in Epping is 
the first to open and will be followed 
by others shortly. 

“Clinical staff will only give antivi¬ 
rals to flu friends who come with an 
authorisation number or voucher from 
a GP: we cannot give antivirals with¬ 
out these. 

“It is essential that people remem¬ 
ber to bring proof of identity for them¬ 
selves and the person they are collect¬ 
ing antivirals for.” 

She added: “It is important to 
remember that for the majority of peo¬ 
ple swine flu is a relatively mild ill¬ 
ness. Many people will recover with¬ 
out the need for antivirals but everyone 
who has the virus will be offered 
antivirals if they need them.”

A MAN arrested for selling 
drugs to undercover police 
officers in Staple Tye, 
Harlow, has been jailed for 
two-and-a-half years. 

Jerome Minott (23), of 
Shawbridge, Harlow, sold 
crack cocaine and heroin 
for £25 a time on three 
occasions between October 
21 and November 10 last 
year, Chelmsford Crown 
Court was told. 

Minott, who has a two- 
year-old daughter, pleaded 
guilty to five counts of sup¬ 
plying a class A drug and 
was jailed for two-and-a- 
half years on each, to run 
concurrently. 

He is already serving a 


six-month sentence impos¬ 
ed in April for possessing 
class A drugs. 

Neil Ross, in mitigation, 
said that at the time of the 
offences Minott was a drug 
addict and was selling 
drugs to fund his habit. 

He began using drugs in 
2005 after the death of his 
uncle but shortly before he 
was arrested he had taken 
the decision to stop and 
seek help. 

Passing sentence, the 
judge told Minott it was 
encouraging he was trying 
to sort out his problems. 

He ordered the drugs to 
be confiscated and destr¬ 
oyed.

Shame of student who 
used fake insurance to 
retrieve impounded car 


A MAN bought a fake insurance 
certificate so he could get his car 
back from a police compound, a 
court heard. 

Munnayum Uddin (22), of 
Elwood, Harlow, paid £280 for 
the document last October so he 
could retrieve his BMW after it 
had been impounded after an 
accident. 

Michael Fraser, prosecuting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court, said 
Uddin produced the certificate at 
Harlow police station and his car 
was released, but subsequent 
inquiries revealed it was false. 

Uddin was arrested and told 
officers he bought the certificate 
from a man he had arranged to 
meet in a restaurant. 

Nicola May, representing 
Uddin, said in mitigation he gen¬ 
uinely believed he was insured at 
the time of the accident but after¬ 
wards realised a direct debit pay¬ 
ment had been missed because of 
insufficient funds in his account 


and his policy had been can¬ 
celled. 

“He panicked and took this 
rather foolish step,” she said. 
“The real punishment is the 
shame he feels in coming 
through the court system and the 
shame he has caused his parents. 
His family has high expectations 
of him.” 

She said Uddin helped run the 
family’s three restaurants in 
Harlow and he was in his third 
year of a university course. 

Passing sentence, Judge David 
Turner told Uddin he had 
behaved “in an insane way” for a 
man of intelligence, adding: 
“You have done yourself 
irreparable damage. You have let 
yourself down, let your family 
down and prejudiced your future 
- and you have behaved dishon¬ 
estly.” 

Uddin was ordered to com¬ 
plete 160 hours of community 
service and pay £263 costs. 
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Pensioner hit 
by motorised 
scooter dies 
two days later 

A PENSIONER from 
Harlow has died after 
being struck by a mobility 
scooter while on holiday 
on the Isle of Wight. 

Lillian Macey (90), of 
Wedhey, had safely crossed 
Sandown High Street but 
was then involved in a 
collision with the scooter 
which was being driven on 
the pavement by a 76-year- 
old man. 

She was taken to hospital 
for treatment to leg 
injuries she suffered in the 
accident last Tuesday but 
died two days later. 

A post mortem 
examination was due to 
take place this week. 

Police investigating the 
incident have appealed for 
witnesses, especially 
holidaymakers who may 
have seen what happened 
but who left the island 
before talking to officers. 

Debts of £250k 
'irrecoverable' 

HARLOW Council is set 
to write off nearly quarter 
of a million pounds of 
irrecoverable debt. 

The money is made up of 
council tax arrears, rates 
and credit balances which 
cannot be paid back due to 
various reasons including 
bankruptcy, company 
liquidation or death. 

Council chiefs say the 
debt, some of which dates 
back to 1998, represents 
less than one per cent of 
all debts recoverable and 
have said the authority has 
an ‘excellent’ record for 
getting back cash owed by 
customers. 

The total of £246,360 is 
detailed in an agenda for 
tonight’s meeting of the 
policy and resources 
committee at which 
councillors will be 
recommneded to write off 
the outstanding payments. 

Burglary shock 
for dog walker

Lubbock dad: I'll keep 
digging for the truth 


THE father of Stuart Lubbock 
has called for a second inde¬ 
pendent investigation into his 
son’s death, eight years after the 
body of the young Harlow man 
was found in a swimming pool at 
the home of comedian Michael 
Barrymore. 

Terry Lubbock has asked Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of Constabulary 
to investigate the way the case was han¬ 
dled by Essex Police and also establish 
what happened to two potentially cru¬ 
cial pieces of evidence which went 
missing from the scene. 

The latest development comes five 
months after a report by the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission criticised 
the initial investigation into father-of-two 
Stuart’s death. 

The IPCC said two items - a pool ther¬ 
mometer and a door handle - which were 
considered potentially vital evidence had 
been lost. 

It also concluded the scene was not pre-

served properly, unauthorised people were 
allowed to stay at the scene and blood 
found on boxer shorts, towels and a robe 
was not investigated promptly 

However, the report said the investiga¬ 
tion was not incompetent and there was no 
evidence to support Mr Lubbock’s claims 
of a cover-up. 

Speaking to reporters this week, Mr 
Lubbock, of Great Brays, Harlow, said: 
“We want to know exactly what happened, 
and who is responsible for losing those 
two items and how they mysteriously dis¬ 
appeared. 

“There are so many questions that 
haven't been answered and I do believe if 
we keep digging we will get to the truth. 

“The IPCC did a fantastic job but it did¬ 
n’t go far enough and since then I’ve heard 
nothing from the police, not one phone 
call.” 

Mr Lubbock told the Star: “The whole 
thing is shrouded in mystery. Someone 



needs to open the whole thing up and we 
need to get concrete answers. 

“I think there has been a police cover-up 
and I won’t give up until I find out what 
happened to Stuart. I want to go back to 
square one.” 

In June 2007 Mr Barrymore and two 
other people were questioned on suspicion 
of murder and sexual assault but, after 
studying the police file, the Crown 
Prosecution Service decid¬ 
ed there was insufficient 
evidence to bring 
charges. 

A spokesman for 
the HMIC, which 
is responsible for 
examining and 
improving police 
efficiency, con¬ 
firmed on Mon¬ 
day it was look¬ 
ing into Mr 
Lubbock’s request 
for another investi¬ 
gation but added no 
decision had yet been 
made.

LSC funding 
mishandled 

SIR, Last week’s news that Harlow 
College’s funding this year has been 
reduced by £ 1.6m and that this may 
result in redundancies (Star, July 23) 
needs further analysis. 

The Learning and Skills Council has 
reduced its Train to Gain funding 
from £3.6m to £2.4m but this money 
needs to be earned by providing 
training for workers and the 
unemployed. The Government had 
increased the Train to Gain funding 
from approximately £lm per year to 
£3.6m in 2008-9. 

Surprisingly the Governors decided 
at their March meeting to use some 
of this money to train the college’s 
own staff and to test the staff in 
literacy and numeracy, offering a 
£400 bonus for completing Level 2 
NVQ courses. 

However, if the college is actually 
claiming that its failure to achieve 
sufficient enrolments in Train to 
Gain is leading to a financial 
shortfall, then it should not be 
college administration or teaching 
staff who are made redundant but 
the managers who have mishandled 
what appears to be overgenerous 
funding from the Government.

A MAN standing trial 
on a charge of attempt¬ 
ed murder has blamed 
binge drinking for the 
vicious attack. 

The lawyer representing 
defendant Steven Smith 
(22) told Chelmsford Crown

However, he has admitted 
assaulting Daniel Milsom and 
Natasha Pearson, who were 
assaulted after Mr Rees was 
attacked. 

Neil Fitzgibbon, represent¬ 
ing Smith, told Chelmsford 
Crown Court his client had 
done a terrible thing. 

However, he said that 
because of the state Smith was 
in at the time of the attack on 
Mr Rees he had been unable to

form the intention necessary to 
prove the charge of attempted 
murder or cause grievous bod¬ 
ily harm with intent. 

In his opening speech to the 
jury, Mr Fitzgibbon said they 
had to decide whether the 
injuries sustained by Mr Rees 
amounted to grievious bodily 
harm. 

Mr Rees suffered a broken 
eye socket and nose in the 
attack, resulting in him spend¬ 
ing three days in intensive 
care. 

Mr Fitzgibbon said his 
client’s defence was amnesia 
as a result of alcohol. 

Smith has admitted assault¬ 
ing a young couple which also 
happened in the Milwards area 
on November 2 last year. 

Smith, formerly of Taylif- 
ers, Harlow but who now lives 
in Hatfield Heath, told the 
court he used to spend £70- 
£100 a night on alcohol. 

“Sometimes I’d have a 
severe hangover. I’d wake up 
the next day and have a hang¬ 
over for two days and stay in 
bed and drink water,” he said. 

The hearing continues.

THESE pictures give a 
glimpse of what a new 
super-school destined for 
Harlow could look like. 

The artists’ impressions were 
released by county council offi¬ 
cials this week to coincide with 
the submission of a planning 
application for the project. 

The computer-generated designs 
offer a vision of the building which 
is due to replace the existing 
Passmores School, in Tendring 
Road, when it is built half-a-mile 
away on the former Brays Grove 
School site in First Avenue. 

The new school will cater for 
1,200 pupils, 300 more than its pred¬ 
ecessor. The proposals also include a 
four-court sports hall, outdoor play¬ 
ing pitches, four-court multi-use 
games area, an all-weather pitch 
with floodlighting, 80 car parking 
spaces and 200 bicycle spaces.

It is intended the new school will 
also support the wider social regen¬ 
eration of the town by offering a 
range of facilities to the community, 
including access to the sports hall, 
pitches and meeting space for local 
groups and adult education classes. 

The £20m project, which has been 
four years in the pipeline, will also 
see a number of highway improve¬ 
ments incorporated in the plans 
which have been subject to lengthy 
public consultation since April. 

Save Passmores Action Group has 
always opposed the proposals, argu¬ 
ing they will remove a successful 
school from the Passmores area. 

But Vic Goddard, headteacher of 
Passmores, remains upbeat about the 
project and said the design meets the 


very ambitious aims and aspirations 
of Passmores. 

“I am certain that this will help us 
improve upon our best on a daily 
basis,” he added. “We are all looking 
forward to seeing the builders on site 
and things continuing to move for¬ 
ward.” 

It is anticipated that a decision on 
the planning application could be 
made by the early autumn. If 
approved, construction work will 
begin in January 2010 with an antic¬ 
ipated opening date of September 
2011. 

Stephen Castle, cabinet member 
for education at Essex County 
Council, said: “Passmores is already 
a top performing school and we have 
recognised that it can achieve even 
more with improved facilities. 

“The new building will provide a 
superb learning environment for stu¬ 
dents and also serve the local com¬ 
munity.”

The fig¬ 
ure was agreed as part of the 
Regional Spatial Strategy which 
sets out how many pitches and 
plots are needed in the East of 
England. 


A Harlow Council spokesman 
said: “This policy was anticipat¬ 
ed and affects Harlow no more 
than most other authorities. 

“Every council in the eastern 
region will have to provide for a 
minimum of 15 additional indi¬ 
vidual pitches, with some areas 
having to find substantially more. 

“A timetable for identifying 
sites is yet to be established and 
this will be subject to consulta¬ 
tion through the Local Develop¬ 
ment Framework process.”

W E’VE all been 

there, waiting at 
the side of the 
road in the freezing cold 
and pouring rain praying 
for a bus to come around 
the corner. 

But back in the 1970s Harlow 
residents did not have to suffer 
such feats of endurance. Instead 
they could wait in the comfort 
and warmth of their own home 
and simply call for a bus to 
come to their house and pick 
them up. 

The Dial-a-Ride service, or Pick- 
Me-Up as it was known in the 
town, was launched in 1974. Small 
buses carrying up to 16 passengers 
would arrive at the customer’s door 
in response to a simple telephone 
call. 

The request was processed by the 
local control centre which made 
sure the address was within the 
three-mile operating area of the 
scheme before radioing drivers out 
on the road with details of their 
next pick up. 

Regular correspondent Ron Bill 
was the council officer behind the 
scheme’s introduction in the town. 


“In 1971 I saw a short film about a 
Dial-a-Ride scheme in America or 
Canada,” he said. 

“This seemed ideal for the 
neighbourhood pattern of the New 
Town so I produced a short paper 
on its possible application to 
Harlow and the council decided to 
explore the idea. 

“I became lead officer for the 
project and we soon had a team 
representing all interested parties. 
Three years and a great deal of 
planning later, the scheme 
commenced in August 1974.” 

Fares cost lOp per adult, 8p per 
child and 5p for pensioners. It was 


a huge hit with people in the town 
which was only the fifth place in 
Britain to have introduced the 
service at that time. 

The system ran experimentally for 
two years under the joint 
sponsorship of the Government, 
Harlow Council, Harlow 
Development Corporation and 
Essex County Council before it was 
stopped, presumably due to funding 
issues.

Navigating the bleakly beautiful concrete 
maze of Harlow’s heart on an evening 
when the desolate greys of town and sky 
muddy into one can all too easily give 
men heavy hearts. So it was a 
profound^ energising experience to 
come in out of the rain to the strangely 
comforting roar of The Mosquito Effect’s 
thunderous prog-rock. 

Jousting with the ghosts of so many 
greats, their influences were clear but 
their execution was fierce and true; an 
impressively tight, breathless sound that 
flirted with proto-metal, doffed its cap to 
the blues and worshipped the power 
chord. 

But just as the audience revelled in the 
dreamy, post-coital glow of a pitch- 
perfect opening set, storm clouds were 
all the while gathering to herald the 
arrival of Von Jergo, safely the evening’s 
only vampire-psych-garage act. 

Writhing around the stage like a 
possessed murder-bird sizing up its prey, 
wild-eyed frontman Adam Sumner 
howled, spat and sneered through a set

of unimaginably heavy Krautrock-esque 
numbers like the malnourished, bastard 
lovechild of an unholy union between 
Guy McKnight, Jonny Rotten and Mark E 
Smith. 

Any band daring to follow the graveyard 
adrenochrome rush of Sumner and co 
would be forgiven for approaching their 
set with a degree of trepidation, but then 
Toxins aren’t just any band. 

Like a tightly-coiled spring begging to be 
sprung, frontman and six-string assassin 
Ky Wilkinson literally bounced onto the 
stage in a whirlwind of scuzzy licks and 
buzzsaw riffs, his fingers teanng up the 
fretboard as he effortlessly unleashed 
one hyper-speed neo-grunge assault 
after another. 

With real anger in their sound, rooted in 
contempt for poli-tricks and frustration at 
mankind’s self-destruction, their 
message was also one of hope, salvation 
and breathless enthusiasm - a call-to- 
arms for the disillusioned and desolate.

Putting the fun in 
theatre fundraiser

THE battle to save Old Harlow's 
Victoria Hall Theatre from 
closure takes a light-hearted 
turn over the next two nights 
with a rip-roaring comedy 
fundraiser. 

Starting tonight (Thursday), the 
Bury Road venue hosts two 
evenings of improvised comedy 
inspired by the classic TV show 
Whose Line Is It Anyway? to raise 
cash to buy the lease for the historic 
building from Essex County 
Council. 

The show, called The Random 
Word , is the brainchild of regular 
Playhouse panto performer Danny 
Gleeson, who will co-compere the 
evening with Harlow Theatre 
Company regular Jim Thompson. It 
will pitch stalwarts of the Harlow 
performing arts scene against one 
another as they try to turn 
suggestions from the audience into 
laughs. 

Jim said: “Danny first came up with 
the idea of putting on an improvised 
comedy night a few years ago and 
pitched himself up at The Playhouse 
during a performance of Oliver. 
"Those who attended the show 


might recall Danny out on the 
concourse asking members of the 
audience to give him random 
words. Well, three years on those 
words are still in a box ready to be 
used in the show!” 

The event will be the latest in a 
string of fundraisers organised by 
The Friends of Johnny Wong, a 
charity set up in memory of the 
talented amateur actor and director 
tragically killed in a car crash in 
2007.

THE TAKING OF PELHAM 1 2 3 
certificate 15 1h45m 


DIRECTOR Tony Scott’s action- 
packed thriller plays out a deadly 
game of cat and mouse on the 
subway system beneath New York 
City. 

The Taking Of Pelham 123 begins at a 
canter and barely pauses for breath 
between the slow-motion crashes and 
John Travolta’s voracious scenery 
chewing. 

Scott has forged a long and illustrious 
career out of male posturing and 
testosterone-fuelled mayhem and the 
old dog is in no mood to learn new 
tricks for this remake of the 1974 thriller 
starring Walter Matthau and Robert 
Shaw, falling back on the slam-bang, 


slow-motion set-pieces that have 
become his trademark. 

A subterranean gun fight, runaway train 
and spectacular car crash at the film’s 
midway point lay the foundations for 
the showdown on Manhattan Bridge. 
The film opens in the busy transit 
control centre where veteran dispatcher 
Walter Garber (Denzel Washington) 
monitors the progress of trains with a 
steely eye. 

A long, uneventful day turns into a 
nightmare when criminal mastermind 
Ryder (Travolta) and his associates Phil 
(Luis Guzman) and Bashkim (Victor 
Gojcaj) hold a carriage full of terrified 
commuters hostage on the subway 
system and demand a lOm-dollar 
ransom for their safe release. 

The mayor (James Gandolfini), his 
deputy and their advisers have just one 
hour to find the money. And for every 
minute past the deadline, one of the 
passengers will die. 


Garber reluctantly accepts the role of 
hostage negotiator, conversing with 
Ryder via the train’s two-way radio 
system. Over time, the two men strike 
up a peculiar friendship, while lead 
police investigator Camonetti (John 
Turturro) tries to delay paying the 
ransom. 

As zero hour approaches, Ryder 
prepares to make good on his threat 
and Garber shifts uncomfortably in the 
hot seat. 

Washington essays yet another likeable 
working man, albeit one accused of 
taking bribes from a Japanese train 
manufacturer, keeping everything low- 
key. His transformation into gun-toting 
action man strains credibility, not that 
the rest of Scott’s film has much to 
begin with. 

Washington’s non-performance is in 
stark contrast to Travolta, overacting 
wildly as the ex-con who takes a real 
shine to strait-laced Garber.
